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ATTACKER HUNT 

‘Taxi driver’ sexually assaulted woman on Derby Day 


Police are hunting a man claiming to 
be a taxi driver who sexually as¬ 
saulted a woman on Derby Day. 

The man offered the woman, who 
is in her 20s, a lift as she walked from 
a party in Tadworth to Tattenham 
Corner railway station between 
9.15pm and 9.50pm on Saturday. 

The woman, who had been at the 
Derby earlier in the day, refused but 
he pushed her to the ground and as¬ 
saulted her. She broke free and fled 
to the station where a man, who had

been standing by a bus stop, helped 
her on to a train home to Purley at 
about 10pm. 

The attack comes a year after two 
unrelated attacks on girls at the 2012 
Derby. 

Detectives were at Saturday’s 
event, attended by 120,000 people, 
and managed to speak to several 
who matched the description of the 


teenager who sexually assaulted one 
of them, a 15-year-old girl, in wood¬ 
land near the fairground at Epsom 
Downs Racecourse. 

Detective Constable Ian Cherring- 
ton, said: “Officers are now going 
through the intelligence gained on 
the day in the hope that it will 
progress the investigation.” 

Crimestoppers have offered a re¬ 
ward of up to £3,000 for information 
leading to the conviction of the at¬ 
tacker who was about 17, white and 


with short gingery blond hair. 

Saturday’s attacker was black, 
with short hair and muscular build, 
and spoke with a south London ac¬ 
cent. He wore a white T-shirt and 
dark trousers. 

Police, who have stressed the at¬ 
tack is not linked to the Derby, have 
been carrying out house-to-house 
inquiries in a bid to locate exactly 
where the attack took place.

Detective Sergeant Mark 
Parry said: “This report is 
very concerning and we are 
working to piece together any 
information that could help to 
identify this man. 

“I particularly want to speak 
to the person who assisted this 
distressed woman in getting 
on a train at Tattenham Cor¬ 
ner station. 

“The victim is currently 
being assisted by specialist 
officers and we will fully 


support her throughout this 
investigation.” 

The woman lost two gold 
bangles during the attack and 
police hope they will be hand¬ 
ed in. 

There were no major inci¬ 
dents at the Derby, despite 
fears of a protest to coincide 
with the centenary of the 
death of Suffragette Emily 
Davison who was killed by the 
King’s horse in 1913. 

Police said they had made 
just 16 arrests by 7.30pm 
for offences ranging from 


supplying class A drugs to as¬ 
sault, affray and grevious bod¬ 
ily harm. 

Superintendent Sharon 
Bush said: “I must commend 
the race organisers for their 
continued commitment to 
safety, the professionalism of 
their staff throughout the day 
and the thorough planning 
that goes into the Derby.” 

But a number of people com¬ 
plained to the Epsom 
Guardian about issues rang¬ 
ing from widespread drunke- 
ness and people openly 


smoking drugs to poorly sign¬ 
posted toilets, rubbish strewn 
around the Downs and not 
enough emphasis on the races 
themselves. 

One man, who took his fami¬ 
ly to the event, said: “The 
Derby felt more like a tacky 
festival than a Grade 1 horse 
racing event. I really feel the 
event has lost its way and ur¬ 
gently needs reviewing for 
next year.”

200 school places added 


More than 200 new infant and 
junior school places are to be 
created at an Epsom school 
that is bursting at the seams. 

Surrey County Council’s 
(SCC) cabinet has appproved 
proposals to create 210 new 
places by September next year 
to boost capacity at St Mar¬ 
tin’s infant and junior schools, 
on the same site at Worple 
Road. 

This is a 50 per cent increase 
on their established numbers 
with the infants’ school offer¬ 
ing another 90 places and the 
junior school 120. 

Seven new classes will be 


created at the schools to meet 
the expansion, with a two- 
storey extension and some in¬ 
ternal re-modelling taking 
place. 

The infant school has al¬ 
ready taken on an 30 extra 
pupils over the past year, 
bringing its total to 210. 

The junior school has 14 
more pupils than its estab¬ 
lished roll in four year groups. 

The move is part of SCC’s in¬ 
vestment programme to create 
an extra 16,000 school places 
over the next decade that will 
be needed following a 20 per 
cent rise in birth rates.

Witness tells of finding 
fatal late-night accident 


A commuter has told of how he tried to 
help after discovering the wreck of a car 
involved in a fatal crash on Tuesday 
morning. 

The crash happened in Rushett Lane 
,near Epsom, some time before 4.30am, 
when a Toyota Corolla smashed into a tree. 

A 41-year-old-man, who has not yet been 
named, was at the wheel and was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene. 

A man, who asked not to be named, was 
driving along Rushett Lane from Chess- 
ington towards Epsom shortly after the 
crash and before the emergency services 
arrived. 

He said: “I was driving on my way to 
work that morning and I noticed a lot of 
branches in the road. 

“We pulled the door back, me and this

other bloke, and got into the vehicle. 

“We thought he was possibly still alive. 
We tried to find a pulse on the gentleman, 
but could not find one.” 

“The engine was smoking. It was 
disconcerting - it was a bit surreal.” 

Surbiton firefighters said they were 
called shortly after 4.30am to Rushett 
Lane. 

They helped police investigate the crash 
and removed the dead man from his car. 

A fire engine from Epsom and a fire res¬ 
cue unit from Wimbledon, also attended. 

The accident caused considerable traffic 
disruption, with the road remaining 
closed until 9.45am.

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The Epsom Guardian’s editor SEAN DUGGAN examines whether the Better Services, Better 
Value process to reconfigure hospitals in the area is losing the confidence of the public 


Is this really local democracy in action? 



Change: Surrey Downs Clinical Commissioning Group changed its voting process minutes before a public meeting 


When it was launched the Bet¬ 
ter Services Better Value 
(BSBV) review promised to be 
a model of local decision mak¬ 
ing in action about that most 
vital of issues - the fate of 
local hospitals. 

But after spending millions 
of pounds of taxpayers money, 
with plenty more to come, 
many people are coming to a 
very different conclusion. 

Thousands of residents in 
south-west London and Sur¬ 
rey have had their confidence 
in the process shattered by a 
series of decisions which ap¬ 
pear to shift the goalposts 
whenever the objections of 
medical experts, or the public, 
seriously challenge what is 
being proposed. 

Examples range from the 
Royal College of Nursing say¬ 
ing its members were almost 
entirely ignored during the 
drawing up of the options, to 
Surrey Downs clinical com¬ 
missioning group (SDCCG) 
being forced to do a humiliat¬ 
ing U-turn on its agreed 
voting process just minutes 
before a massive public 
meeting. 

Then it emerged that hospi¬ 
tals and the seven CCGs have 
been told to agree all public 
statements in advance with 
the BSBV press team, and di¬ 
rectors at the five hospitals 
have been given pre-written 
letters to sign expressing 
their support for the process 
and saying that its proposals 
will increase public safety. 

When we broke those stories 
last week the BSBV press 
team explained there really is 
not a BSBV team and that key 
decisions are all agreed by the 
GPs and hospitals. Silly us. 

Little surprise then that one 
angry reader wrote in de¬ 
scribing the BSBV process as 
reminiscent of the way things 
are done in authoritarian 
regimes such as Iran or Rus¬ 


sia. Others have used other 
terms such as “a big fix”, 
“Pravda”, and “a stitch-up”. 

Increasingly, the cherished 
BSBV consultation process, 
and the much-vaunted “GP 
led” commissioning groups, 
seem like glove puppets being 
manipulated by much more 
powerful, but faceless, forces. 

There is a strong suspicion 
that senior NHS bureaucrats 
decided long ago what out¬ 
comes they want in south 
west London and Epsom and 
will do whatever it takes to en¬ 
sure those outcomes are 
reached. 

But maybe people are just 
being paranoid. Maybe the 
process really has been fair 
and open so far. Maybe this is 
all about providing the best 
possible hospital services and 


not about saving money. 

Maybe we have nothing to 
fear should the proposed op¬ 
tions go out to public consul¬ 
tation because, should 
swathes of residents across 
south west London object, 
they will be ditched and ac¬ 
ceptable ones drawn up? 

Decide for yourself by look¬ 
ing back over the track record 
so far: 

□ The Royal College of 
Nursing issues a statement 
this week confirming its 
members feel their views 
have not been properly 
taken into account: “If this 
process is to proceed as 
intended it is essential that 
there is proper clinical 
engagement with all those 
working on the front line 


in south-west London.” 

□ The leader of Merton Coun¬ 
cil speaks out last week 
against BSBV’s plan to run 
the 14-week public consulta¬ 
tion over the summer holi¬ 
days when, of course, 
thousands of people will be 
away. 

□ Hospitals and GP com¬ 
missioning groups are is¬ 
sued with a media protocol 
stating that all their public 
statements about the pro¬ 
posals must be “discussed 
and agreed in advance” 
with the BSBV press team. 

It says: “We would not 
want to be seen to ‘gag’ 
clinicians, especially as 
BSBV is a clinically-led 
programme.” (Note the 


wording. Not that they 
would not want to gag clin¬ 
icians, but would not want 
“to be seen to ‘ be gagging 
them.) 

□ Hospital medical directors 
are given pre-written letters 
to sign, which state that there 
“has been wide-ranging active 
involvement of clinicians and 
clinician support for the pro¬ 
gramme’s aims and process¬ 
es” and that they support the 
case for change and back the 
BSBV proposals going to pub¬ 
lic consultation. 

□ SDCCG governing body is 
forced to abort plans to 
vote on whether the pro¬ 
posals should go to public 
consultation. The decision, 
made on legal advice pro¬ 
vided by BSBV it subse¬ 
quently emerged, is taken 
at an emergency meeting 
just before its board meet¬ 
ing on May 17, to the disbe¬ 
lief of 700 residents who 
had turned up to witness 
the vote. 

□ At the May 17 meeting 
SDCCG gives evidence to the 
public that includes serious 
inaccuracies such as the 
claim that changes to mater¬ 
nity are required by Royal 
College guidelines. Epsom 
currently conforms fully to all 
Royal College guidelines in 
maternity. 

□ After many months of 
costly study and debate 


BSBV, GPs and hospitals, 
management consultancy 
company employed by 
BSBV, 2020 Delivery, sends 
an email in mid May to 
clinicians asking for basic 
information about Epsom 
Hospital - including infor¬ 
mation on paediatric and 
consultant activity and bed 
numbers. 

□ A booklet created by 2020 De¬ 
livery on its website portrays a 
very cynical and dismissive 
view of any opposition from 
hospitals and MPs. It says hos¬ 
pitals will always try to block 
reconfiguration because they 
“lose activity” so their “finan¬ 
cial position gets worse” - but 
makes no mention of the fact 
that staff might possibly have 
valid worries about patient 
care. 

And the only reason it gives 
why MPs are likely to oppose 
the loss of services at their 
local hospital is to stop “Save 
our hospital” candidates beat¬ 
ing them in an election.

The designs were on show at the 


Ebbisham Centre and the result of 
this vote was due to be assessed by 
a panel of judges, consisting of 
two Surrey artists and Epsom 
Councillor Clive Woodbridge, who 
planned to announce the winner 
on Tuesday - the anniversary of 
Davison’s death. 

But, on Monday, a council 
spokesman said the announce¬ 
ment would be postponed for six 
weeks as votes cast for the two 
most popular designs were “too 
close to call”. 

Coun Woodbridge said the panel 
has gone back to the two artists 
who submitted the most popular 
designs and requested “further 
detail and clarification on a num¬ 
ber of points”. 

He said: “I understand those 
who have voted will find this delay 
frustrating but it is crucial that we 
do Emily Davison, and her legacy, 
justice by selecting the optimum 
piece of artwork.” 

Epsom Council wants to erect 
the monument on a roundabout 
on Epsom Downs subject to plan¬ 
ning permission with funding to 
be found from the private sector 
and grant giving bodies. 

Emily Thornberry MP was due 
to host an event at the House of 
Commons on Wednesday evening 
on the achievements of Davison, 
including a call for a statue of her 
to be erected in Parliament. 

On Saturday a tree in her memo¬ 
ry is due to be planted at the Old 
Cottage Hospital, in Alexandra 
Road, at 10.45am, with one of Ms 
Davison’s relatives in attendance.

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Councillors refuse to 
stub out tobacco cash

Surrey county councillors have re¬ 
fused to pull their pension fund 
money out of tobacco companies, 
despite coming under fire for 
hypocrisy and damaging public 
health. 

Surrey County Council (SCC) 
has been accused of a shocking 
conflict of interest over the invest¬ 
ments since taking on the task of 
helping people quit smoking earli¬ 
er this year. 

It has retained £12m in tobacco 
companies, including British 
American Tobacco, which 
amounts to 0.5 per cent of its pen¬ 
sion fund. 

On Friday Surrey pension fund 
board insisted its primary duty 
was to maximise returns and de¬ 
cided to continue delegating ethi¬ 
cal considerations to its external 
fund managers. 

Councillors warned that pulling 
out of tobacco could set a danger¬ 
ous precedent and lead to them 
pulling pension money out of the 
arms trade - SCC has £28.5m in¬ 
vested in aerospace and defence - 
alcohol and gambling. 

Councillor Denise Le Gal, chair¬ 
man of the board and cabinet 
member for business services, 
said: “Where do we draw the line? 

“From my point of view our pri¬ 
mary fiduciary responsibility lies 
with our members. 

“If our 80,000 members 
petitioned and said they wanted us

to re-examine it, we would do so, 
but we would have to do outline 
the difficulties.” 

The meeting had been planned 
to be held in private offices in the 
Gherkin in London, but was 
switched at the last moment to 
county hall and held in public 
after the Epsom Guardian said it 
wanted to attend. 

Martin Dockrell, director of re¬ 
search and policy at Action on 
Smoking and Health, said local au¬ 
thorities had a duty to act in the 
best interest of pensioners and 
taxpayers. 

Mr Dockrell said: “You have to 
wonder whether it is in the inter¬ 
est of the local population to sup¬ 
port organisations that kill half 
their life-long customers.” 

At the meeting, Coun Le Gal 
claimed banning tobacco invest¬ 
ments would also lead to difficul¬ 
ties in terms of monitoring 
performance and returns on in¬ 
vestments as well as setting a 
precedent for pulling out of other 
questionable industries. 

Although a number of board 
members said that personally they 
might feel uneasy about investing 
in what they described as “sin 
stocks”, they had to think of the 
pension fund members who they 
assumed, in the absence of any ev¬ 
idence, would not share their ethi¬ 
cal concerns. 

Councillor John Orrick, Lib eral 
Democrat spokesman for pen¬ 
sions, said they may well personal¬ 
ly dislike the idea of investing in 


tobacco companies. 

But he said: “I do think that one 
has to set that aside and act solely 
in the interests of our members.” 

He said starting to pull out of 
other “sin stocks” they personally 
disliked would devastate their 
portfolio. He said: “I don’t think 
we can start going down that 
route.” 

Councillor Stuart Selleck said: 
“It’s a very difficult situation. It’s 
personal against fiduciary duty. 

“If we go down this route then 
there’s gambling, armaments, oil. 
It could be any commodity which 
could be used in any sort of envi¬ 
ronment anywhere in the world.” 

Green Party Councillor 
Jonathan Essex, who is not on the 
board, said afterwards the party 
would challenge the decision to re¬ 
tain tobacco stocks, which he de¬ 
scribed as “hypocritical”. 

Coun Essex said: “Having taken 
on responsibility for public 
health, this is the perfect time to 
review responsibilities to make 
sure what the council says is 
what it does. 

“If what you say is not what you 
do, the whole non-smoking cam¬ 
paign is devalued.”

Building a career out 
of serving the public 


An architect-in-the-making who 
joined the police for its creativity 
and then fell love with it as a voca¬ 
tion is Epsom’s neighbourhood 
inspector. 

Having graduated in architec¬ 
ture at the time of the building re¬ 
cession of the early 1990s, Insp 
Craig Knight gained experience of 
the industry in Berlin, where he 
worked at the site of Checkpoint 
Charlie and Hitler’s Bunker, but 
decided not to complete his 
training. 

He said: “It was a tough call to 
leave it, but I was doing garage ex¬ 
tensions and a few light industrial 
units to get experience. I enjoyed 
designing art galleries.” 

Having joined as a Special Con¬ 
stable in Thames Valley in 1993, he 
came to Surrey Police in 2000 and 
was appointed neighbourhood in¬ 
spector for Epsom two years ago - 
a role that involves him leading a 
team of 46 neighbourhood officers 
who deal with lower-level crimi¬ 
nality and antisocial behaviour, 
and work to make people feel safe. 

Insp Knight said: “I fell in love 
with policing as we’re there for 
the public when they need us. 

“It’s a lot of responsibility and 
you find yourself in very varied 
environments. 

“The job is vocational - you have 
to be passionate about doing it.

“You get to see the extremes of 
life. It can change you, but I’ve 
found I haven’t become cynical 
over the years.” 

He believes the British police 
force is “still one of the best in the 
world” and wears his uniform 
with pride each day, although he 
said many new recruits no longer 
see it as a career for life. 

Insp Knight said proposed police 
reforms are making him “take 
stock” of his future in the service, 
and, for the first time, he is “think¬ 
ing about doing something else”. 

He said criticism of the police, 
when it is unfair, is also damaging 
morale. 

He said: “If you’re motivated, the 
capability is there to go above and 
beyond the call of duty and, when 
you’re demoralised, it’s not.” 

The inspector said he wants to 
build a “two-way dialogue” be¬ 
tween the community and the po¬ 
lice, and has publicly promised 
that if he gets 1,000 followers on 
Twitter, he will run a half 
marathon “to give people reasons 
to get engaged”.

TV expert’s top tips on 
getting plans appproved 


Homebuilding show has advice on renovating 


Make sure you get your 
neighbours on board if you 
are applying for planning 
permission to build an 
extension, make changes to 
your home or indeed build 
your own. 

That’s the advice of TV 
property guru Michael 
Holmes who is one of the 
experts who will be on hand 
to advise visitors to the 
Southern Homebuilding & 
Renovating Show on 
Saturday, June 29 and 
Sunday, June 30 at Sandown 
Park, Esher. 

He says: “Applying for 
planning permission can be a 
daunting experience, but it 
needn’t be that way if some 
thought is put into potential 
pitfalls that can be avoided,” 
says Michael Holmes, 
spokesperson for the shows. 


Holmes outlines 10 things to 
ensure applying for planning 
permission is a smooth 
process. He says: 

1. Approach neighbours 
before submitting your 
application. Try and consult 
them early on and discuss 
your ideas and try to get them 
onside. It will help if they do 
not object. Take on board 
their view as far as is 
reasonable. 

2. Remember, planning is 
politics, so you need to 
campaign for your cause. 
Approach the council with 
your plans early on, at 
around the time you are 
ready to apply and try and get 
their support for the scheme. 
Take on board their views if 
possible and be prepared to 
show some compromise. 

3. Take pre-application 


advice from the planning 
department early on to avoid 
aborted design fees. Take 
onboard local planning 
policy, but look for 
precedents that may support 
your application. Planning 
policy is guidance only, and 
rules can be stretched and 
manipulated. 

4. Applications for listed 
building consent should 
always involve professional 
planning advice, and may 
need advice from an historic 
building consultant. 
Identifying all repairs 
(standard rate VAT) and all 
alterations (zero rate VAT) 
can help reduce costs by 
minimising VAT. 

5. It can pay to apply for a 
little more than you really 
want or expect to build so 
that you have something to

minor amendments to the 
scheme by writing to the local 
authority. 

9. Consider combining what 
you can achieve using 
Permitted Development 
Rights (www. planning 
portal.gov.uk). 

10. If the application is 
contentious, get the advice of 
a professional planning 


consultant. Subtle differences 
in approach or wording can 
make all of the difference, and 
secure success rather than 
refusal, and unlock the true 
value of your property.

Badge holders, which allow parking for a period in addition to that paid for, will remain under the proposed Order. 

SCHEDULE - The Effect of the Order 
The effect of the Order will be as follows: 

1. To revoke the previous off-street car parking Order on the date that the new Order comes into effect. 

2. To update and amend the Council’s current Off Street Parking Places Order. 

3. To make provision as to the charging days and hours and the charges payable for use of the car parks as detailed in the table below. 

4. To require the display of the appropriate “pay & display” ticket and/or permit. 

5. To set out the days and hours of operation of the car parks. In summary, all car parks will operate on all days and hours except that Atkins will operate only 
on Saturdays between 07:00 and 18.30, Newplan House will operate only on weekday evenings after 17:30 and at weekends. Hook Road car park operates 
at all days and all hours, charges apply at all times and vehicles may be left overnight, however, the car park is locked between the hours of 20:00 and 
07:00 and on Sundays and Bank Holidays, and no vehicles will be able to enter or leave the car park when it is locked. 

6. To restrict the classes of vehicles that may use the car parks. In summary the use of all car parks will be restricted to motor cars (vehicles up to 1.5 tonnes 
and 5.25 meters long). However motorcycles may be parked in the Ashley Centre, Depot Road, Upper High Street and Town Hall car parks.

Attempts to encourage 
learner drivers to bolster 
their driving lessons by 
practising with a responsible 
adult, has failed to gain 
momentum, according to a 
survey by the Motor Schools 
Association (MSA). 

The nationwide survey of 
driving instructors looked at 
pupils learning habits, access 
to private practice and 
whether it affected the 
number of driving lessons 
they required. 

The results show that only 
about a quarter of learner 
drivers actually has access to 
lessons from a responsible 
adult who is not a driving 
instructor, despite data from 
the same survey suggesting 
that driving is improved and 
fewer lessons are required 
among those that do. 

Furthermore, nearly 30 per 
cent of driving instructors

said that none of their pupils 
was having any extra 
practice at all. 

John Lepine, the MSA’s 
general manager, said: “The 
concept of private practice is 
excellent, and all of our 
research shows that access to 
it improves the student's 
driving and potentially 
reduces the number of 
lessons required. 

“However, it is apparent 
that the cost of insurance on, 
for example, a parental car, 
far outweighs the savings 
benefit gained from having 
fewer lessons. There is also 
the issue around the 
confidence and experience of 
the supervising driver and 
the lack of guidance available 
to them.” 

The survey also reveals 



that, overwhelmingly, driving Standard’s Agency’s (DSA) actively encouraging it as 
instructors support private promotion of it, with 75 per part of the learning-to-drive 

practice and the Driving cent of driving instructors curriculum and, where their 


pupils do take it, involving 
the parents in the process. 

John Lepine continued: “If 
this is to be a success, the 
process not only needs to be 
promoted but requires active 
buy-in from both parents and 
insurance companies. 

“We have raised this issue 
with the Department for 
Transport as part of our 
submission on the soon-to-be 
published Green Paper, and 
our position is that the DSA 
needs to promote a syllabus 
for use by parents or 
supervising adults, so that 
they feel comfortable in 
providing additional support 
and introduce a system of 
record keeping which allows 
novice drivers to keep and 
understand a proper record 
of their progress.”
